FiiANCTS WacvD, F.Z.S., showed a nmnbor of idiotographs 
and iliagrams illnst rating a method of observation of lishos, birds, 
and mammals nnder the water, the })rinciple being ihat the 
subjects under consideration were illuminated by natural light, 
and the observer, being in a dark chamber in the water, was not 
seen. The appearance of black-feathered birds was shown; 
those, by carrying down air-bubbles among the feathers, were 
converted into retlectors : and a AVater- lien was shown bright i*ed 
and then green as it rellected the ditlerent surroundings in 
which it had been placed. Otters and Seals we \'0 also shown as 
seen under the water. The demonstratitm was illustrated by 
numerous slides and by the cinematograph.
